NEW YORK, March 30.—A fu- 
gitive from justice for pearly seven 
years, Frederick J. Orlady, 43 
years of age, Yale graduate and son

him by detectives as he was about 
to become one of the executive 
managers of a system of 6 and 10- 
cent stores.

Orlady told detectives he enliste-i 
with the Canadian army early in 
the war, got hit overseas and was 
promoted to a captaincy. He limped 


noticeably when arrested. He was 
discharged in 1919 and started in 
business In the United States under 
the alias of Frederick Lorraine, 
which he used in the Canadian 
army. He was recognized recentiv 
while superintendent of a McCrory 
store at Rahway, N. J .
